I hosc^ da>s, John >erve> a> Art Editor 
lor the entire Marvel Comics Line, helping )im Shooter maintain the quality oi all pencil and ink art produced by 
the Marvel Bullpen, john's earliest notable credits include CAPTAIN AMERICA during the 1950's. fohn's 
interpretation ot SPIDER-MAN, which ho first penciled in the 1960's, has t>ecome a standard for later generations 
of SPIDf R-MAN artists. Equally able as a penciler and inker, john Romita served Marvel as Art Director during the 
1 970's, and recently completed a term w ith Marvel's Special Projects Division, lohn's inking of QUESTPROBE #1 
is proof that his art directorial duties can't keep him away from his first love, the comics.
